Sir; 


The constant use of the Elevator on the Chestnut Street front of this building, to bring up 
silver dollars for storage, interferes with all branches of business above the first floor. There is no 
system about the use of the Elevator for this purpose, as to time, and it is employed at all hours 
of the day. If it could be arranged to have the Silver brought up before nine A.M. and after three 
P.M. it would not interfere much, if any, with its use for ordinary purposes. The heavy payment 
in the Pension Office began on the 4th and hundreds of wounded men and feeble women are 
coming to his office daily. By reason of the Elevator being in such constant use, to convey bags 
of Silver dollars worth but 79 cents, too, men on crutches, and feeble old women, are obliged to 
climb up a long stairway to reach the Pension Office. 


This should be avoided, if possible, and it can be, if the transportation of Silver be limited 
to the hours named. I respectfully ask you to give this matter your consideration.
